Louisiana family loses daughter in July l Interstate 71 wreck

A July 1 crash on Interstate 71 
involving multiple vehicles at the 36 
mile marker southbound claimed 
the life of a 10-year-old girl from 
Houghton, La., according to the 
Kentucky State Police. 

State police identified Bailey 
Spreights as the victim of the 1 p.m. 
accident that involved three commer¬ 
cial vehicles and three passenger cars, 
according to Trooper Josh Lawson, 
Post 5 spokesman. Earlier reports had 
said nine vehicles were involved. 

Emergency responders closed 
down the interstate and created a 
detour from Exit 43 to U.S. 42 after 
the wrecked vehicles blocked both 
southbound lanes. For a time, they 
also stopped traffic headed north 
bound in order to land a helicopter 
to fly Spreights to Kosair Hospital in 
Louisville. 

Investigators found that traffic ahead 
of a FedEx truck hauling two trailers 



had slowed down due to construction, 
Lawson said, according to the prelimi¬ 
nary accident report. The FedEx truck 
struck the SUV and other vehicles. 

“It appears the FedEx truck struck 
all vehicles that were involved,” he 
said. 

The weather was clear and the pave¬ 


ment was dry at the time of the wreck, 
Lawson said. He knew of no other fac¬ 
tors that led to the accident. 

No charges have been filed. 

The Jefferson County coroner’s 
office pronounced Spreights dead 1 at

While no same-sex couples have yet 
applied for a marriage license in Henry 
County, they will not be turned away 
when and if they do. 

Henry County Clerk Shanda Archer 
said that aside from a phone inquiry 
asking if her office would issue a mar¬ 
riage license to a same-sex couple, 
she, like other county clerks across 
Kentucky, was simply trying to get a 
handle on the changes and potential 
issues generated by the recent U.S. 
Supreme Court decision that homo¬ 
sexual couples have a constitutional 
right to marry. 

“There are tons of questions out 
there,” Archer said, rolling through 
screens and screens of emails to the 
Kentucky County Clerks Association.

Local woman 
dies in crash 
on Hwy. 146

A New Castle woman was killed in a 
single vehicle accident the morning of 
Friday, July 3, on Highway 146 near 
Safety-Kleen. 

According to the preliminary investi¬ 
gation, Sonya Justice, 47, was traveling 
from New Castle toward Pendleton 
when her vehicle left the right side of 
the road. Her car struck a tree stump, 
causing it to overturn. The vehicle 
came to rest upside down in the creek 
in front of Safety-Kleen near the facil¬ 
ity’s entrance. 

Individuals on scene suggested 
Justice was on her way to work at 
Walmart in La Grange where she was a

All of $5,674,721 raised 
in the Crusade will support 
191 organizations including 


schools and hospitals through 
217 grants, according to a 
news release. 

Established by WELAS - 
TV in 1954, Crusade raises 
money for agencies, hospitals 
and schools that make life 
better for children with spe¬ 
cial needs, according to the 
news release. In its first 62 
years, the Crusade has raised 
over $165 million. 

Crusade helps organiza¬ 
tions in all 120 Kentucky 


counties and 50 counties in 
Southern Indiana. 

Fire departments raise 
nearly 60 percent of the 
money each year by stag¬ 
ing road blocks and hosting 
other fundraising events. 

Locally, Eminence 
Independent Schools will 
receive $40,000 and Henry 
County Public Schools will 
receive $25,520.12. 

With the Henry County 
schools request fully funded, 


educators will pay for assess¬ 
ments and technology that 
will aid students with dis¬ 
abilities in the classroom, 
according to Tricia Hosey, 
director of special education. 
As a result, the school district 
will buy Dell Venue tablets, 
Chromebooks and Mobymax 
tablets for students to use 
and sound field amplification 
systems to install in class-

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Friends of Eminence Cemetery needs help

The Eminence 
Cemetery could use 
some community assis¬ 
tance for perpetual care, 
said the chairman of the 
cemetery board. 

That help could take 
the form of donations or 
volunteerism. 

Upkeep of the cem¬ 
etery, chartered in 1860 
by the Kentucky General 
Assembly, requires fund¬ 
ing, board Chairman Jim 
Petitt explained. 

The cemetery has 
interest earning accounts 


set up, but in this 
economy the revenue 
coming from them has 
diminished and the cem¬ 
etery has actually had to 
cash some certificates of 
deposit to pay for neces¬ 
sary work. 

“We’re not broke, but 
we could stand a little 
bit of help sometimes,” 
Petitt said. “They’ve 
been sending out let¬ 
ters and newsletters, 
occasionally, and ask for 
donations. We’re asking 
other people to consider 
it for upkeep. If they can 
do it, we’re always look¬ 
ing for donations.” 


To encourage more 
participation in the local 
cemetery, he said offi¬ 
cials want to create a 
Friends of the Eminence 
Cemetery group to help 
with fundraising and 
community activities. 

“We’re trying to have 
some work days some 
people come out and 
work around the cem¬ 
etery — just little things 
that need to get done,” 
he said. “You can help 
the cemetery out.” 

In addition, the orga¬ 
nization is planning to 
host classes that affect 
the cemetery, like how 


to clean a stone properly 
without damaging it and 
how to repair old stones. 

Community members 
continue providing sup¬ 
port for the Eminence 
Cemetery. 

“We just had a gener¬ 
ous donation made to 
the Eminence Cemetery 
from the Eminence 
Masonic Lodge 282,” 
he said. “And we thank 
them for it.” 

If any businesses or 
companies want to 
become corporate spon¬ 
sors of the cemetery, the 
board would welcome 
that, Petitt added. 


The cemetery is a non¬ 
profit organization, so 
donations are tax deduct¬ 
ible. 

Other community sup¬ 
port is growing through 
people who want to help 
with upkeep, such as the 
woman who plants flow¬ 
ers at the front of the 
cemetery. 

“She doesn’t get paid 
a dime to do that. She 
donates all the flowers,” 
Petitt said. “Just people 
that want to do things 
— we are going to get 
involved with one of the 
teachers from the school 
who wants to do some 


work over there and, 
hopefully, some of the 
kids might be interested 
in getting something to 
do for their community 
service.” 

Board members have 
also been working to 
improve roads in differ¬ 
ent parts of the cemetery, 
after somebody almost 
got stuck on one last 
year, Petitt said. With a 
good gravel base, maybe 
officials can pave the 
roads in the future.

Several new Kentucky laws being enforced 


Most new laws 
approved during the 
Kentucky General 
Assembly’s 2015 regu¬ 
lar session went into 
effect at the end of 
June, according to a 
news release from the 
Kentucky Legislative 
Research Council. 

The state constitution 
specifies that new laws 
take effect 90 days after 
the adjournment of the 
legislature. 

Laws that recently 
took effect include: 

• Beer distribution. 
House Bill 168 states 
that beer brewing com¬ 
panies can’t own beer 
distributorships. The 
measure is meant to 
affirm that beer is not 
exempt from the state’s 
three-tier system of regu¬ 
lating - and keeping sep¬ 
arate - alcoholic beverage 
producers, distributors 
and retailers. 

• Charitable gaming. 
Senate Bill 33 will allow 
electronic versions of 
pull-tab Bingo tickets at 
charitable Bingo halls. 

• Child abuse. SB 102 
will allow a death caused 
by intentional abuse 

to be considered first- 
degree manslaughter. 

• Child booster seats. 
HB 315 will require 
booster seats to be used 
in motor vehicles by 
children who are less 
than eight years old and 
are between 40 and 57 
inches in height. 

• Crowdfunding. HB 
76 will help Kentucky 
entrepreneurs gain inves¬ 
tors through crowdfund¬ 
ing. The bill will allow 


people to invest up to 
$10,000 through a 
crowdfunding platform 
while helping businesses 
raise up to $2 million. 

• Drug abuse. HB 
24 will prevent youth 
from misusing certain 
cough medicines to 
get high — sometimes 
called “robotripping” - 
by restricting access to 
medicines that contain 
dextromethorphan. The 
bill will prevent sales 

of dextromethorphan- 
based products, such 
as Robitussin-DM or 
Nyquil, to minors. 

• Drunk driving. SB 
133 will expand the use 
of ignition interlocks 
for people caught driv¬ 
ing under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol. An 
ignition interlock is a 
device about the size 
of a mobile phone that 
is wired into the igni¬ 
tion system of a vehicle. 
A person convicted of 
driving under the influ¬ 
ence must blow into the 
device in order to start 
their vehicle. If they have 
a measurable amount of 
alcohol in their system, 
the vehicle will not start. 

• Early childhood 
development. HB 234 
will require early child 
care and education pro¬ 
grams to follow a state 
quality-based rating sys¬ 
tem. 

• Emergency respond¬ 
ers. SB 161 will autho¬ 
rize the governor to 
order that U.S. flags 

be lowered to half-staff 
on state buildings if a 
Kentucky emergency 
responder dies in the line

• End-of-life care. SB 
77 will allow Kentuckians 
to use a health care 
directive known as a 
“medical order for scope 
of treatment.” 

These orders spell 
out patients’ wishes for 
end-of-life care. Unlike 
advance directives, the 
orders are considered 
to be physician’s orders 
and are signed by both 
the patient or patient’s 
legal surrogate, and the 
patient’s physician. 

• Hunters. SB 55 will 
ensure that game meat 
can be donated to not- 
for-profit organizations 
to feed hungry people 
as long as the meat was 
properly field dressed and 
processed and is con¬ 
sidered disease-free and 
unspoiled. 

• Kentucky Employees 
Retirement System. 

HB 62 will make sure 
the agencies that want 
to leave the Kentucky 
Employees Retirement 
System pay their part of 
the system’s unfunded 
liability. 

• Newborn health 
screening. SB 75 will 
require newborn health 


screenings to include 
checks for Krabbe 
Disease, an inherited 
disorder that affects the 
nervous system. 

• Retirement systems. 
HB 47 will add the 
Legislators’ Retirement 
Plan, the Judicial 
Retirement Plan, and 
the Kentucky Teachers’ 
Retirement System to the 
Public Pension Oversight 
Board’s review responsi¬ 
bilities. 

• Spina bifida. SB 159 
will require health care 
providers to give infor¬ 
mation about spina bifida 
and treatment options to 
parents whose unborn 
children have been diag¬ 
nosed with the disorder. 

• Stroke care. SB 10 
will improve care for 
stroke victims by requir¬ 
ing the state to make 
sure local emergency ser¬ 
vices have access to a list 
of all acute stroke-ready 
hospitals, comprehen¬ 
sive stroke centers, and 
primary stroke centers 
in Kentucky. Emergency 
medical services direc¬ 
tors would be required 
to create protocols for 
assessment and treatment 
of stroke victims.

Spreights had been 
riding in a red SUV with 
her family when the acci¬ 
dent occurred. Lawson 
said her other fam¬ 
ily members were trans¬ 
ported to local hospitals 
for treatment of non-life 
threatening injuries. 

Media reports identify 
the child’s family mem¬ 
bers as Airman Mike 
Romanyak, who is sta¬ 
tioned at Barksdale Air 
Force Base in Louisiana, 
and wife Stefani. The 
name of the other daugh¬ 
ter was not disclosed. 

Friends created a 
gofundme page for the 
family, which explained 
they had been on their 
way back to Louisiana 
from a visit with 
Romanyak’s family in 
Attica, N.Y., at the time. 

KSLA of Shreveport, 
La., reported that 
Romanyak had broken 
bones and Stefani suf¬ 
fered several fractures. 

The fundraising page 
added the family also lost 


one of their dogs. 

“As members of Mike’s 
graduating class, we 
want to contribute any¬ 
thing we can to help this 
amazing family through 
this very difficult time,” 
according to the post at 
http://www.gofundme. 
com/yecy4v4. “Though 
we understand that noth¬ 
ing will replace the pres¬ 
ence of those they have 
lost, the help and healing 
we may be able to pro¬ 
vide will assist in their 
memories being remem¬ 
bered forever.” 

Two accident recon¬ 
structionists were among 
the seven KSP personnel 
who responded to the 
scene, Lawson said. The 
on-scene investigation 
and reopening of the 
southbound lanes took 
about six hours, which 
included cleaning up die¬ 
sel that spilled out of the 
Fed Ex truck’s fuel tanks. 

Troopers received assis¬ 
tance on the scene from 
Henry County EMS, 
Campbellsburg Fire 
Department, local and 
state emergency manage¬ 
ment and state highway 
crews.

rooms. 

These items will help 
students participate in 
the schools’ curriculum 
and assess their progress 
in their classes. 

At Eminence, Robert 
Hughes, director of spe¬ 
cial education, requested 
a grant of about $68,000 
from Crusade to install 
sound field systems in 
about 20 classrooms, to 
update to playground 
equipment that would 
be accessable for all, to 
work with a counselor for 
children’s mental health 
needs and various kinds 
of sensory equipment, 
such as a therapy ball, a 


weighted blanket and a 
scooter board. 

Henry County schools 
apply for the assistance 
from the Crusade for 
Children every year, and 
the grants have added 
up over the years, Hosey 
said. Since 1978, the the 
Henry County Public 
Schools have received 
almost $700,000 in sup¬ 
port from the WHAS 
Crusade for Children. 
“We are extremely grate¬ 
ful for them. That is a 
tremendous help to us.” 

That can happen 
because locals give gen¬ 
erously to Crusade and 
because the firefighters 
dedicate themselves to 
the cause, educators said. 

“I’m very excited 
about the grant that we 
received from the WHAS 


Crusade for Children,” 
Tim Abrams, superinten¬ 
dent of HCPS, said. “I’m 
also very grateful for the 
volunteers firefighters 
and the work that they 
do to raise this money. 
This money that is raised 
in Henry County comes 
back to Henry County, 
and this money is going 
to go a long way to help 
us to do things with our 
children with disabili¬ 
ties.” 

“We’re thrilled about 
their help,” Buddy Berry, 
Eminence superinten¬ 
dent, said. 

“We appreciate all 
of the local support,” 
Hughes noted. “It does 
come back and helps all 
the students. It’s a great 
thing.”

Perhaps the most 
impactful question raised 
is whether or not county 
clerks are required to 
issue marriage licenses to 
same-sex couples. Clerks 
in several Kentucky 
counties have simply 
stopped issuing marriage 
licenses, citing religious 
objections, while others 
are waiting for definitive 
information from their 
county attorneys or state 
legislators on exactly how 
they should proceed. 

a Some have been told 
to wait until it becomes 
a state law,” Archer 
said. u Other people are 
saying that there’s a 
25-day period after every 
Supreme Court decision 
for further legal action 
and to wait until then.” 

In a message dated 
June 29, the Family 
Foundation of Kentucky 
encouraged county clerks 
to choose to issue or not 
issue licenses based on 
their own consciences. 

“There are county 
clerks out there who 
have a religious objection 
to same-sex marriage,” 
said Martin Cothran, 
senior policy analyst with 
the Family Foundation. 
“County clerks take an 
oath to both the federal 
and state constitutions. 
The U.S. Constitution 
nowhere says anything 
about same-sex mar¬ 
riage and the Kentucky 
Constitution expressly 
prohibits it. In refus¬ 
ing to issue licenses, 
they would actually be 
complying with the con¬ 
stitutions to which they 


swore their oaths.” 

However, a directive 
to all Kentucky county 
clerks from Governor 
Steve Beshear dated June 
26 makes the state’s posi¬ 
tion on the matter very 
clear. 

“As elected officials, 
each of us has taken 
an oath to uphold 
the Constitution of 
the United States and 
the Constitution of 
Kentucky. The Obergefell 
decision makes plain that 
the Constitution requires 
that Kentucky - and all 
states - must license and 
recognize the marriages 
of same-sex couples,” 
the letter reads. “Neither 
your oath nor the 
Supreme Court dictates 
what you must believe. 
But as elected officials, 
they do prescribe how 
we must act.” 

Beshear has since 
said he expects clerks 
to “execute the duties 
of their offices as pre¬ 
scribed by law and to 
issue marriage licenses to 
all Kentuckians.” Clerks 
who refuse to issue 
licenses could be charged 
with a crime or face a 
civil-rights lawsuit. 

“I’m bound by my 
office to issue the licens¬ 
es. I would think that 
people in elected posi¬ 
tions would follow the 
guidelines of the county 
and state, whether they 
personally believe it’s 
right or wrong,” Archer 
said. “Traditionally, it’s 
not the way I was raised, 
but I can’t and won’t 
stop someone from mak¬ 
ing that choice for their 
life. It’s not my right 
to do so. Every person 
should have the right to 
be happy,” Archer said. 


“I have no qualms about 
issuing them. I’m not 
performing the union, 
I’m only giving them 
the chance to be legally 
bound to each other with 
a legal document.” 

After obtaining a 
marriage license, same- 
sex couples might face 
some difficulty in find¬ 
ing someone to officiate 
the union. In the past, 


county judge-executives 
could perform marriages 
in their offices, but many 
are choosing to no lon¬ 
ger offer that service, 
including Henry County 
Judge-Executive John 
Logan Brent. 

“I thought about the 
Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion all weekend after 
the Friday announce¬ 
ment. On that following 


Monday I posted notice 
in the clerk’s office that 
I would no longer be 
officiating weddings of 
any kind in my office. 
When it is all said and 
done it simply would be 
wrong for me to impart 
one message at home to 
my children and then go 
to work and be a first 
party to something that 
was in direct contrast 


to that message, “Brent 
said in a statement to the 
Local. “I know this will 
inconvenience some and 
may upset others, but in 
the end performing wed¬ 
dings for an elected offi¬ 
cial is a service, not an 
obligation. For me this 
was the right decision. I 
believe it to be my only 
legal choice.”
